Water Shortage Causes Alarm 


St, Albert residents in Forest Lawn, Sturgeon Heights 
and Grandview Park were surprised and shocked Monday 
night to discover that their water supply had been cut 
off with no advance warning, and the Gazette received 
many calls from irate residents on Tuesday, With reser- 
voir capacity down to 7 1/2 feet Sunday evening, drastic 
action became necessary and if resident don’t follow 
regulations set out in a town advertisement in this issue 
the town can cut off water supply to offending house- 
holds, 


The severe water shortage in St. Albert may come as a 
surprise to many residents, but it comes as no surprise 
to members of town council who have a consultants 
water study. 


The administrator reports this week that negotiations 
w'th the city have been concluded, and a draft agreement 
with the city is being reviewed by their legal department, 
Timing of a new water main, says the administrators 
report, is the winter of 74-75, assuming all difficulties 
are overcome, The engineer pointed out that consider- 
able preliminary engineering work is necessary. 


Council has, however allowed new residential develop- 
ment over the past two years to bring in 6,000 more 
population, despite the fact that they were aware the new 
main would not be ready for this summer, Councillor 
Bakker has stated that the town should not be under the 
control of the city for water supply, but he was aware 
that it would be in 1974, 


Is St. Albert growing too 


On top of the water situation, the rapid growth has brought 
horrendous problems in keeping up roads and traffic 
control, and never has it been more evident than right 
now, when traversing the downtown area is a nightmare, 


It is difficult to imagine in this circumstance how council 
could have the audacity to announce an increase in 
business tax, Downtown businessmen would be hard 
pressed to figure out where their taxes have been going 
for many years, Not on roads - or sidewalks - or street 
cleaning or any provision for parking, Businessmen in 
Lacombe shopping plaza do not have proper easy 

access to their places of business, but the development : 
was allowed by council, 


One councillor, Frank Lukay, and a previous councillor 
Richard Wheatley have many times expressed their 
fear of the financial implications of too rapid growth,

The effect of those devel- 
opment costs which go onto 
lot prices just can’t be affec-., 
ted by increased competition 
- {f you make the unlikely 
assumption that developers 
will allow annexation to have 
any impact on competition; 
Petrasuk reasoned, 

And the real cost of ann- 
exation is in the price tag of 
city services to an expanded 
community, because that 
cost will be put ontaxpayers 
every year for ever, 

An analysis of why the 
city’s operating budget keeps 
going up shows the cost of 
giving all city services from 
police protection to street 
sweeping have a ‘‘mileage’’ 
increase when they have to 
be given further from down- 
town, 

The population can in- 
crease, and the scale ofser- 
vices increase inthe present 
land area without imposing 
this ‘‘mileage’’ cost on tax- 
payers through the mill rate, 

Petrasuk, who is an un- 
official candidate for mayor, 
said the basic issue is whe- 
ther ‘taxpayers have to pay 
a bundle so developers can 
make a bundle,’’ 

It’s not honest to tell vot- 
ers the city will annex with- 
out developing that land, In 
practice, the city permits 
development where the de- 
veloper can arrange lot ser- 
vices, he said,

Are new rules needed 
in municiple politics 


The Editor: 

During the past 18 months, 
the federal and provincial 
levels of government in Can- 
ada have considered or im- 
plemented measures which 
require cabinet ministers, 
senior civil servants and 
heads of quasi-public insti- 
tutions to disclose their fin- 
ancial and property holdings, 

Steps have also beentaken 
by the Federal Government 
requiring candidates and 
political parties to provide 
a more detailed disclosure 
of the source and amounts 
of funds received for cam- 
paign purposes, B, C, is 
presently in the process of 
implementing relatively 
strict provisions with res- 
pect to the amount of finan- 
cial disclosures required of 
members of various munici- 
pal bodies, 

It is useful to ask whether 
the traditional policies foll- 
owed by St. Albert councill- 
ors and civil servants should 
be changed prior tothe forth- 
coming fall election, 

The following questions, 
or reasonable facsimilies, 
have been placed before the 


Town Council in order to 
expedite public | debate, 
Question 1: are the members 
of the council prepared to 


set out the sources and 
amount of their campaign 
funds in the forthcoming 
election? Question 2: are 


the members of council pre- 
pared to disclose their fin- 
ancial and land holdings as 
well as those of the members 
of their immediate family? 
Question 3: have any of the 
councillors acted as a con- 
sultant, employee, etc, for 
companies which have had 
dealings with the town?

A recent report compiled 
by the Canadian Wildlife Ser- 
vice indicates that half the 
meadow has been damaged 
by too many campers, Each 
summer 1,500 campers have 
pitched their tents on the 
meadow land, some stayed 
all summer, The study con- 
cluded that unless camping 
on the meadow was prohib- 
ited one of the world’s fin- 
est hiking areas would be 
ruined for generations to 
come, 

So this year, to give the 
ground - cover a chance to 
renew itself and Dame Nat- 
ure an opportunity to renew 
her kindly grip on the area, 
campers will be offered an- 
other area, 

The new campground will 
be one half mile from the 
warden’s cabin on the forest 
edge of the road leading to 
Lake O’Hara, It will acco- 
mmodate about 90 persons in 
30 designated campsites, A 
permit system will be in- 
troduced and visitors will be 
limited to four days of camp- 
ing. The camping fee will be 
$2.00 per day for each camp- 
site, 

The problem of visitor use 
versus preservation grows 
more acute every year in 
the nation’s parks, The 10 
national parks in Alberta and 
British Columbia for instan- 
ce, played host to 10 million 
visitors, Generally, public 
co-operation with the parks 
staff helped, Still, environ- 
mental damage couldn’t help 
but be caused, And no where 
is this kind of ecological 
damage more obvious than 
at the campground in the al-~ 
pine meadow of Lake O’Hara

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Bus service to be extended Seniors to get free fare 


On September Ist senior 
citizens will be issued with 
free bus passes for certain 
hours in St, Albert and a 
system of general monthly 
passes and students passes 
will be introduced, In addi- 
tion the St, Albert Transit 
System will extend service 
with two more buses and 
extended routes, 

At a regular meeting of 
town council held Wednes- 
day evening, June 12, matt- 
ers of transferability bet- 
ween the St, Albert and Ed- 
monton buses, and bus pas- 
ses were discussed, St, Al- 
bert has made application 
to the city to permit a sys- 
tem of transfer privileges 
with apportioned revenues 
to each municipality. 

The application points out 
that there will be advantages 
to each municipality, Ed- 
monton passengers. will 
benefit when using the St, 
Albert Transit System within 
city limits, such as the Bon- 
aventure industrial area, 
School for the Retarded, the 
NAR and Macleods and Eat- 
ons warehouses, and sugg- 
ests the city will make a 
considerable saving through 
not having to provide their 
own services to this area, 

St, Albert suggests that 
passengers with an ETS 
transfer riding to St, Albert, 
or a point outside the city, 
or from St, Albert to the 
city, pay the difference be- 
tween the Edmonton fare and 
the St, Albert fare (adults 


25¢ and students 15¢), The 
effect of such transfer pri- 
vileges would be that each 
transit system gives a con- 
cession of 12.5 cents per 
passenger per trip, and the 
application states that the 
advantage lies in avoiding 
the duplication of services, 

On the matter of passes 
the application suggests that 
Edmonton employee passes 
and senior citizen passes 
will not be valid on a St, 
Albert bus and St, Albert

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Following five years of ex- 
perimentation, Mr, Frank 
Scott and Mr, Ed Leeder 
have developed a drywall 
texture which will last an 
estimated 25 years, The de- 
velopers of the product are 
convinced that the material 
is superior to and compet- 
itive with conventional mat- 
erials used and it is almost 
indestructable, 

To substantiate the claim 
that the material is virtually 
indestructable, Mr, Scott 
provided an amazing demon- 
stration of the product inthe 
partially finished basement 
of his residence at 34 Lam- 
bert Crescent where he has 
installed the texture thr- 
oughout, 

First, Mr, Scott drew att- 
ention to the ceiling of the 
family room and grasping a 
stiff steel brush he vigor- 
ously rubbed the ceiling sur- 
face, Where conventional 
ceiling material would have 
been significantly effected 
by such treatment, examin- 
ation of the ceiling failed to 
reveal any _ trace of the 
scrubbing. Mr, Scott has 
noted that this technique is, 
in fact, a perfect method of 
cleaning the surface, 

Mr, Scott then took a sheet 
of plywood and dragged a 
corner against the ceiling 
for almost the full length of 
the room, This action, ama- 
zingly, did not damage, 
scratch, or cause any of the

solutely no effect to the wall 
from the collision but it was 
noticed that the plece of 
lumber was dented, 

The demonstration of the 
material’s durability contin- 
ued through the other semi- 
completed rooms _ in the 
basement where similar 
rubbing, bashing, and throw- 
ing experiments were con- 
ducted, All indicated the 
same lack of effect, Even 
Mr, Scott’s daughter, Laura- 
Lee, got into the act to prove 
that the surface is ‘child 
proof.’ The material proved 
its ability to take anything 
that the child could ‘dish 
out’ without any trace of 
damage, 

The most convincing dem- 
onstration of the texture’s 
durability was conducted in 
the garage where it was in- 
stalled this winter to app- 
raise its ability to withstand 
extreme conditions and re- 
peated exposure to exhaust 
fumes from car warm-ups, 
The ceiling looked as bright 
and in as good a shape asthe 
ceiling in the basement, Mr, 
Scott took a regular garden 
rake and conducted a most 
abusive scraping of the ceil- 
ing repeatedly, There was no 
observable trace of the act- 
ion at all, 

The uncommon durability 
of the material was further 
illustrated in a tour of the 
rest of the house where the 
material has beenemployed. 
In areas such as the kitchen 
and bathroom the material 
proved to be in perfect con- 
jition despite several years 
since installation, Above the 
shower in the bathroom, a 
problem area for ceiling tex- 
ture, the material was as

hard and as bright as the 
ceilings in more recently 
treated areas, 

Mr, Scott related an in- 
stance where a frying pan 
fire broke out in a house 
where he had installed the 
ceiling texture during its 
experimental stage, The 
area directly above the fry- 
ing pan was badly stained by 
smoke and grease, After a 
24 hour period which allowed 
the stain to dry, cleansing 
was accomplished by using 
the steel brush technique. 
The result was that the spot 
was no longer observable 
and evidence of fire damage 
was non existant, 

Another incident which re- 
inforced faith in the texture 
material for Mr, Scott was 
an unfortunate accident that 
occurred when a Modular 
House equipped with his ceil- 
ing material, The dwelling 
was on its way up north on a 
trailer unit when the trailer 
flipped into a slough, The 
trailer remained inthe water 
for a two-day period before 
rescue operations could re- 
cover the equipment, Holes 
had to be poked in the ceil- 
ing in order that the water 
which had accumulated could 
be drained, Examination of 
damage revealed that the 
ceiling was undamaged and 
still hard and strong despite 
the turn of events, 

Considering the unusual 
strength of the material one 
might expect that cost would 
be high and that application 
would be difficult. This is 
not the case and Mr, Scott 
states that the material can 
be sprayed on using the con- 
ventional means, Price of 
the material is less than the 
price of the type of texture 
currently in production, Ap-

ease with which the product 
can be mixed allows produc- 
tion anywhere in Canada and 
in fact, hundreds of gallons 
of the texture can be pro- 
duced in the matter of an 
afternoon, 

Following the incident in- 
volving the modular house, 
the developers of the mat- 
erial were convinced that 
it was perfected and the de- 
cision to market itwas made 
It is believed that it will 
soon be employed in con- 
struction on a general basis 
and the interest generated 
in the product is calling for 
immediate supply to BC,

When children. start 
school, they become a part 
of the world where certain 
kinds of spending are neces- 
sary. They become respon- 
sible for their lunch money 
and for other kinds of spend- 
ing. They have a developing 
sense of time and can post- 
pone their wants and desires, 
They can master the con- 
cept of different values for 
coins based on purchasing 
power, 

An allowance is an effec- 
tive way to help children 
learn about money, although 
not all families make a prac- 
tice of giving an allowance, 
Some parents prefer to have 
the children ask for what 
they need, This practice all- 
ows the parents to remainin 
control and gives the parent 
a chance to use money as a 
method of reward for good 
behavior or punishment for 
misbehavior. 

Other parents feel that it 
isn’t possible to give an all- 
owance because of insuffi- 
cient income, However, fam- 
ilies do spend a certain 
amount of money on a child 
for school expenses, clothing 
and entertainment, Given in 
the form of an allowance, 
the amount may not be any 
larger but the child will be 
having experience in mana-

WHAT IS AN ALLOWANCE? 
An allowance is an amount 
of money prid on a regular 
basis to a child to use for 
certain agreed items, It is 
the childs share of what the 
family has to spend, 
HOW MUCH SHOULD THE 
ALLOWANCE BE? 
Children’s needs vary and 
the financial circumstances 
of families differ, The 
amount of allowance needs 
to be agreed upon in dis- 
cussion between parents and 
children, It should be sub- 
ject to negotiation as cir- 
cumstances change, It will 
cover a few things at the 
beginning. Later as the child 
gains experience and skill, 
he can be responsible for 
more spending, The six year 
old should get a different 
amount than a 10 year old, 
GUIDELINES FOR ALLOW- 


ANCES; 

*Have the child list his 
needs as he sees them, 

*Add the needs you think 
he has, 

*Keep a record of what 
is now being spent, 

*Check the going rate of 
allowance in your area, It 
isn’t all important but it is 
a place to begin discussion, 
This can be a place where 
you can help your child see 
that not all families have the 
same income, 

*Agree on what the allow- 
ance will cover, but don’t 
include items in which you 
can’t allow freedom of choice 

*Be sure that the amount 
is adequate to meet the cost 
of the items that the child 
is required to buy. 

*Include some money for 
personal use over and above 
the basic items you agreed 
upon, 

*Pay the allowance regu- 
larly. 

*Do not withhold the allow- 
ance for misbehavior, 
SAVINGS; 

Children in these years 
are able to understand time 
in terms of the future, They 
can begin to grasp the idea 
of saving for a very special 
goal, 

Some parents insist that: 
children save a part of each 
allowance with no immediate

The latest in today’s kit- 
chen equipment is the smooth 
top kitchen range, It works 
without the use of visible 
burners (no exposed coils 
and cavities) and can there- 
fore double as acool counter 
top when the current is swit- 
ched off. No smooth-top gas 
range is as yetonthe market 
Corning Glass Works or- 
iginally came up with the 
idea, as well as a special 
ceramic cookware developed 
for cooking efficiency, Since 
then corning and other manu- 
facturers have developed 
new models capable of tem- 
perature ratings high enough 
to overcome the loss of 


direct heat through the cera- 
mic surface, On these higher 
temperature models it is 
possible to use ordinary pots 
and pans provided they are 
reasonably flat on the bott- 
om and they will stay flat 
when hot, 

The surfaces of a smooth 
top range are made of a 
glass ceramic material cal- 
led lithium silicate which 
contains the heat in the bur- 
ner area, This heat concen- 
trates in the circle above the 
burner, leaving the rest of 
the surface relatively cool, 

A smooth-top is somewhat 
slower in heating than con- 
ventional ranges, Once cook- 
ing temperatures are rea-

Pendek, Gemini, Harmon, 
NEW VARITIES: 
BARLEY -. Hector - a 


two-rowed variety, similar 
to Betzes but a couple of 
days later in maturity, Con- 
sidered a replacement for 
Betzes in the brown soil 
zone, 

OATS ~ Gemini - for for- 
age and seed production, 
Yields about the same as 
Random, has good lodging 
resistance, taller than Ran- 
dom, low hull percentage 
and the same in maturity 


as Random, Seed in very 
short supply, 

HINOAT - High in protein 
for oats, about three days 
earlier than Random, yield 


about 25% less than most 
oat varieties, not consider- 
ed a variety for our area, 

RAPESEED - TORCH - 
Has a slightly higher oil 
content and yields a little 
more under some conditions
